A H«l>eful Reply. 


"The delegates wbo are in Washington 


have not yet given up all hope of justice 
at the hands of congress. They showed 
their cablegram to the president, the sec- 
retary of war and members of congres- 
sional committees and then sent a hope- 
ful reply. It read: 
" "Do not despair. Believe congress 


•will do justice to island." 


"There seems to he little ground foe 


hope that the Forto Iticuns will be treat- 
ed with full justice by being made the re- 
cipients of untnxed markets in the United 
States for their sugar and tobacco. 


"In the house .Representative McCall 


of Massachusetts stands practically alone 
ou the Republican side in his advocacy of 
free trade. There are many other Repub- 
licans who agree with him that the rec- 
ommendations of the president ought to 
be carried out, but none of them with 
whom 1 have talked had yet screwed his 
courage up to the poiut of refusing to fol- 
low the lead of the committee ou ways 
and means. 


''In tht> senate there will be a strong 


effort made to amend the bill so as to 
make it even more unfavorable to the 
Porto Kicans than at present. Senators 
Gallinger and Perkins, who dissented 
from the views of their Republican col- 
leagues on the senate committee, did so 
on the ground that a higher rate of duty 
ought to be imposed ou the products of 
Porto llico for protective reasons. 


"They ^ill urge an increase in the 


tariff to Tit) per cent oi" the Diugley rates. 
or just double what is proposed b.t the 
pending bill. They will be supported by 
Senators Platt and Ilawley of Connecti- 
cut aud others. 


Beet Sugar Lobliy 
Too. 


"The 
powerful influence of the beet 


sugar lobby is also being exerted in favor 
of higher duties, and the argument is be- 
ing used that if Porto Ricau sugar and 
tobacco are admitted at ~£i per cent of the 
Dingley rates it will furnish an incentive 
to Cuba to demand iiunexation'and equal 
tariff advantages with Porto Rico. 


"The 
res-uit of this, it is contended, 


would be to kill for nil time both the 
cane and beet sugar industries in the 
United States. 


"Tin.' advocates of the higher duties 


may ovei reach themselves, however, for 
Senator Aldrjc'h and some other uttiuen- 
tial men in the senate have nuietly iuti- 
mater that if the sugar and tobacco lob- 
bies do not rest content with -5 per '-enl 
protection an amendment may be offered 
to reduce the tariff to 10 per cent of the 
Dingley rates. 


''It is possible that a very important 


concession may be made to the Porto 
Rica us when the senate bill conies up for 
consideration iu the wuy of -an amend- 
ment giving a Porto Riean delegate a 
scut iu the house of representatives on 
equal terms with thu organized territories 
of the United States, 


"This would give the island a perma- 


nent spokesman 
iu Washington, who 


could be heard ou all matters affecting 
the interests of Porto Rico, though he 
would not bo allowed to vote."

A Hot Dl»cn»*f«n. 


The discusbion in the committee room 


far outranked the deliberations of the 
main body of the conference. 
Ignatius 


Donnelly, John P. Altgeld, A. 1'. Mc- 
Quirk of Iowa and George Fred Wil- 
liams urged the committee ro strike from 
the resolutions proposed a statement that 
any payment for railroads should be ex- 
clusive of franchise value. 


"This is a lonjr fisht," said Mr. Alt- 


geld, "and it will be year'; before we 
come to the actual dUcusMon of the prop- 
osition on whith we are to base payment. 
Let us not incutuber the discussion with 
it now."' 


"If -we had incumbered the proposition 


to free slaves with a statement of what 
we would do with them, we would never 
have freed them." said Mr. Donnelly. 


Henry fiporse. Jr.. however, took the 


other side of the question. 


"We are soiug before tho people," he 


said. "Let us go with the whole plain 
truth and let them judeo of it." 


Jerry ^itipson also favored this view, 


declaring that he had had years of expe- 
rience with tins question in Kansas. His 
(ledaraiion brought :i warm tiff with 
Kopresentative McQuirk. 


Many startling statements were made 


before the committee, among them one by 
the president M. L. Lockwood. in which 
he said that before tho government own- 
ership was finally secured it would be 
neces-sary to impeach i\t lenst one justice 
of the federal supreme court. The com- 
mittee a!s-o considered a proposition to 
recommend to the attention of congress 
Senator 1'ettigrew's bill for government 
ownership of railroads, but it was voted 
dowu. 


A number of set speeches weie heaid 


nt the morning and afternoon sessions of 
the confoi enco. 


The night session was in the form of a 


mass meeting, which was held at the Au- 
ditorium, and brought out home of the 
strongest speakei.s among the delegates, 
including John P. Altgeld. F. S. Mnnnett, 
Samuel M. .Tone-;. John S. Ciosbj. Geoige 
Fred Williams and Tom L. Johnson. 


TIic Pacific Cable Lime. 


Washington. Feb. 14.—The house com- 


mittee on interstate and foreign com- 
merce by ,1 majority ot two to one hns 
voted iu favor of the proposition to au- 
thorize the Inj ing ot a cable across the 
Pacific ocean by an American corpora- 
tion «nder contract for an annual sub- 
sidy as against the construction and op- 
eration of the cable by the government. 
The decision was reached on a motion 
to take up the bill introduced by Repre- 
sentative Sherman of Now York, pro- 
viding for the pajmont by the govern- 
ment of a subsidy of $400.000 annually 
for ^0 years to an American company 
which will construct and operate the 
cable. 
The committee then begun the 


consideration of tho bill by sections, bnt 
had Hot disposed of the section fixing 
the amount of yearly subsidy when ad- 
journment was taken until Friday. 


National UUenlt Profit*. 


Chicago, Feb. 14.—The actual showing 


of the National Biscuit company is such 
as to fulfill all the promises made by the 
persons authorixed lo speak of the com- 
pany's affairs. Twelve months' earnings 
were equal to 5 0 per cent on the out- 
stnnding'cortinHin stock against 5.7 earn- 
ed the preceding 13 months. The gross 
earnings for the past 12 months were 
$33,651,803. with profits of $3,302,l3c>. 
The directors met before the stockholders 
and declared the regular quarterly divi- 
dend on the preferred stock of 1%, per 
cent, payable Feb. 28, and the regular 
quarterly dividend of 1 per cent on the 
common stock, payable April 10. 
The 


directors re-elected all of the officers.

THE ACTORS WENT TO CHURCH. 


'• Before I caiue to this good old town to 


fossilize while sleeping in a government 
berth," said a peu^iou office oiiicial, "I 
used to be something of a gypsy. I had n 
bad atuick of the "wandering foot.' and I 
took in nearly every old roost along tho 
Hookies. I saw Tombstone, A. T., when 
duels made, the sandy streets crimson with 
the gore of gmu biers and town marshal *. 
.Leadrille was M bit dull iu comparison 
with some of the other places, but I freely 
give the little old town uf Cobur d'Aleno 
the pahu for absolute i&diflereace in tho 
face of homicide.

we ouulti lose at a performance. 


"We got to the town Sunday morning, 


aud it was a long and tiresome day. and we 
wero so bored when night cttiuo that we 
made up a party to go v> church, just to 
clutrige our luck. 1 don't know wh^t 
kind of n church it was, except that it 
was a big one and there was sonio kind of 
a meeting ou that filled it. \W had come 
early, and we had seatg about the middle 
of tne orchestra chairs. As it happened, 
our quintet sat togethejr, and they got 
bynmbooics all right. 


"When the first service of song was 


offered, our combination was » bit shaky 
with stage fright, for they hadn't been to 
church since they had song iu their home 
church choirs long ago, but on the second 
round they were all right, all right, and 
the hyinn was one they were familiar 
with. Well, they went at it as they 
ought to, and when the first verse was fin- 
ished I could see there was some sensa- 
tion among the people nearest to us and 
lots of eyes and ears were turned out way. 
Our quartet was interested by now in 
their singing, though, and we didn't think 
about anything else but the word to go on 
with the second verse, and when they got 
it they went at it with all their skill and 
sweetness. By the time the second verso 
was finished there were not a dozen voices 
to be heard besides their own, and the 
sensation had spread all over the bouse.

When the campaign of 1SOO was at its 


height, an ardent Ilepublican in Boston 
iu whose store a cost maik was hi us>e 
that bud been invented by his grandfa- 
ther marked all his goods over iu order 
to use the mark, "Abe must wiu." and 
this mark remained in use for years after 
"Abe" had won the fight against Doug- 
las. Breekiuridge and Bell, who were all 
candidates against Lincoln. About that 
time the cost mark "Hit Douglas" wa» 
invented, and that and ''Republican" are 
still in use in places where plain figures 
have not superseded the puzzle marks. 


A large dry goods house which had the 


patronage of hundreds of pack, basket 
and wagon peddlers used as a cost mark 
.the words, ''Revoch Gilt." a Yiddish 
phiase, which means "Profit tells," and 
the translation was also used by the same 
concern. 


"These marks were useful," said tlie 


manager of one of the large New York 
dry goods stores, "when houses had an 
'asking' and a 'taking' price. In those 
days the man behind the counter had to 
know \\hac the goods cost to put ou the 
shelf so that he could regulate himself 
accordingly. An offer to 'split the differ- 
ence' when one price was asked an an- 
other offered could be entertained then, 
and salesmen were often compelled to 
'shade' prices. 'We will do this for you."

In fact, he made Amer- 
ica a stand aud deliver argument with 
his friends, several times threatening to 
forever put aside his "Ring of the Kibe- 
lung" and to cross the ocean to earn a 
competency unless thty contributed to 
his support. 


That Wagner regarded America as a 


gold mine well worth exploitation by for- 
eign artists appears from a letter which 
in 1848 he wrote to Franz Loebmann, 
music director at Riga, whose brother 
wanted financial assistance to go to 
America with an orchestra. Wagner ad- 
vised Loebmann to assist his brother. 
He instances the case of a German mu- 
sician who weut to America as a poor 
man and in a very short time was in re- 
ceipt of an excellent income, adding that 
a whole orchestra would certainly be still 
more lucky, for "in a country Where vil- 
lages are constantly growing into cities 
in five years there can he no lack of op- 
portunities for the settlement ot whole 
bands of musician4!."

during las esptivity with the Yorktown 
sailors. The letter in as follows: 


U. S. S. MOXFEBEI-, 


MANILA, Dec. 9, 1S99. 


Dtur Mother: — I write to tell you the 


good news. Ellsworth is here alongside 
of me as I write this. He is all right 
uud in good healtu. 
They are pretty 


well used up. 
He is the only one of 


them all who can wear shoes yet. Tough 
as a pitch knot, he came here last Sun- 
day, wearing a full beard. 
They all 


seem to worship him, for he was their 
mainstay. 
He could have made his es 


cape if he had wanted to, a number of 
times, but would not leave them, as he 
was afraid the Filipinos would kill the 
rest of them if he did, They had a hard 
time of it. 


They are fighting all around here. No 


more prisoners are to be~~taken — kill all 
of them is the rnle. 
They took some 


American prisoners the other day and 
chopped them to pieces with bolos, 
(knives about three feet long) BO the 
soldiers show them no mercy. That is 
the only way to conquer them. 
It is 


tough medicine, though. 
Four negro 


soldiers killed eighty of them yester 
day. There is a navy yard here; it is all 
in working order. Some of the small 
gunboats are here. 


The marines hold tho town of Cavite, 


just outside the yard. It is quite a large 
pUce. 
Tlio insurgents wilt soou ba 


under control. 
The boat's cratr from 


the Yorktown had a tough fight. Ella 
worth was all over the boat, so they say 
fighting them to the last until Gilmore 
told him to stop. Then he got mad and 
threw bis rifle overboard, then jumpec 
over himself. He could have escopec 
by swimming, but on getting in the 
water, he found two of the boat's crew 
hanging alongside and tried to get the 
boat off, 
TMs he could not do, ao he 


gave it up as a bad job. 
Two of the 


men were killed on the spot; two more 
died on the bank of the river, and two 
others were badly wounded. The boat 
was covered with blood. 
All those in 


the bottom of the boat couldn't tell who 
had been killed and wounded until they 
got on shore. They wouldn't lie down 
but stooil np and banged away like sin 
''Root, nog, or die" — that is the way to 
do it. 
Ellsworth says to tell you al 


that ho is alive and fut as a match 
This is all now.
